Pumps Made At 
Filtration Plant 


The city’s soon-to-be-completed 
w ater filtration plant 
on 
Sand 
Point took in bay w ater for the 
first time today in a trial run to 
test w ater pumping machinery. 
Valves were opened this m orn­ 
ing on the pipeline to the present 
water plant, diverting about 50,- 
000 gallons of water into the deep 
well on the south side of the new 
$800,000 structure. 
The trial is designed to test the 
well pumps which will send w a­ 
ter into the settling tanks, and 
the wash 
water 
pumps 
which 
clean the filter beds, according to 
project Engineer William 
Cadi- 
gan. 


Test Pump Efficiency 
In the test of the deep well 
machinery, three electrical Fair- 
banks-Morse pumps forced 
the 
flow of water into the 
settling 
tanks from where it was run off 
into the bay on the north side of 
Sand Point. 
The run-through is 
not intended to test the settling 
basin. Cadigan said, but only the 
working efficiency of the 
deep 
well pumps. 
The three wash w ater pumps 
tested moved the w ater through 
the pipes near the filter beds and 
not through the beds themselves. 
In 
actual 
operation 
the 
wash 
pumps will, when necessary, per­ 
form a reverse flushing of 
the 
beds. 
The test will only deter­ 
mine the ability of the machinery 
to pump water reversely’ through 
the beds. 
It was diverted today 
at a connection which directed it 
out of the building again and mto 
the bay, Cadigan stated. 
No Purification Testa Needed 
More tests are slated for next 
week when the chemical feeders 
will be put into trial. 
No actual purification tests will 
be made, according to the engi­ 
neer. because once the utility is set 
in operation it is inadvisable 
to 
halt the filtration and purification 
process. The plant is expected to 
be ready for use about the first 
of the year.

William J. Miller, Judge of Pro­ 
bate and one of Delta county’s 
outstanding citizens, will celebrate 
his 75th birthday anniversary F ri­ 
day, Dec. 12. Judge Miller has 
been a resident of Delta county 66 
years, and is known and respect­ 
ed throughout the community. 
He was born in Minto, Ontario. 
Canada, in 1877, and came to the 
states three years later with his 
parents. His father, John Miller, 
worked on construction 
for 
the 
DSS&A railroad at AuTrain, and 
they later moved to Marquette 
and Baraga. In the fall of 1886 his 
family moved to Masonville, where 
his father worked first for Ro­ 
bert Peacock and then at the Ma­ 
son sawmill. His folks later built 
a boarding house at Masonville, 
which they operated until 1905. 
Young Bill attended the Rapid 
River High School, and graduated 
in 1896. Being an ambitious lad, 
he immediately took a teacher’s 
examination and passing, he be­ 
gan teaching that fall 
at 
Boney 
Falls on the Escanaba River. The 
following term he taught at the 
Days River settlement, and then 
attended Ferris Institute through 
the summer of 1898. The winter 
of 1898-99 he taught school on the 
Stonington Peninsula, and in the 
fall of 1899 went to Kipling, where 
he taught four years, three sum­ 
mers of which he attended Ferris 
Institute. 
He entered the 
University 
of 
Michigan in the fall of 1903, and 
received his degree as Bachelor of 
Law in June of 1906. While at the 
U. of M. he was a member of the 
Yost Point-A-M inute football team 
(right guard), the Men’s Glee Club 
and the Michigan Choral Union. 
Law Office In Rapid River 
Immediately after graduation, he 
returned to Rapid River and open­ 
ed a law office in the upstairs of 
the building which in now Cole’s 
Grocery. He also handled a real 
estate and insurance business at 
the same time. 
In June of 1910 he married Eliza­ 
beth Hruska, and they have had 
five children. They are Mrs. Clar­ 
ence (Elizabeth) Short, Washing­ 
ton, D. C.; John, Rapid River; Ro­ 
bert, who was killed in the Pa­ 
cific during World War II; Mrs. 
W alter Olson, Gladstone; and Wil­ 
liam Jr.. Escanaba. 
The judge went back teaching 
school largely by 
accident, 
and 
stayed 20 years. He was asked to 
substitute for one of the teachers 
at the Rapid River High School, 
who was ill in the fall of 1912. The 
illness became extended, and he 
stayed on until the end of the year, 
at the same time keeping up his 
law practice. He was made princi­ 
pal of the school in 1915, and serv­ 
ed continuously in

Winter Season 


Satisfactory progress 
on 
the 
city’s continuing program of pub­ 
lic works was made during 
the 
past summer season and work is 
, under way now on projects w hich 
will be pushed as fast as w inter

permit, 
Escanaba 
City Engineer Loren Jenkins re ­ 
ported today. 
Improvements of streets, exten ­ 
sion of water mains, 
and 
con­ 
struction of 
additional 
sanitary 
sewers were included in the pro­ 
gram on which the city expend­ 
ed an estimated total ol $83,934. 
Between 15 and 20 men have 
been employed on the program 
during the past year. 
Extend Water Main 
One of the major improvements 
ol the past year is the installation 
of a 10-inch water main to serve 
the North Escanaba area, which 
iis raoidly expanding industrially 
This past season about 1.500 feet 
of 10-inch main was completed in 
North 20th Street from Seventh 
Ave. N. to lith Ave. N., financed 
by funds in the city’s water tre a t­ 
ment plant and main extension 
bond issue. 
When completed the 
10-inch main will connect into the 
system at the elevated water stor­ 
age tank. 
At the present time the North 
Escanaba area is served by three 
six-inch mains. 
In addition to the 10-inch main, 
the city installed a 350-foot wa­ 
ter main extension on Ludington 
from 26th Street west: 
installed 
1.300 feet of six-inch main in the 
Goulais Addition: and 900 feet of 
six-inch main in the Sylvan Point 
area.

Merry-Go-Round 
'Here's One Reason Ours Is Such a Happy Land' 


*pH E statement of policy by the general 
1 president of the International 
Team­ 
sters Union Dave Beck, is one of good will 
and good reason which should create 
an 
atmosphere for 
good 
labor-management 
relationship in the industries in which the 
International Teamsters have local unions. 
Here are some excerpts from President 
Beck’s statement of policy: 
“We are interested in maintaining good 
relations with our employers with whom we 
have contracts and with the business com­ 
munity generally. In this 
connection 
we 
expect to convey to it and to 
the public 
generally the 
story 
of 
the 
tremendous 
wealth of purchasing power which organi­ 
sed labor possesses.” 
"We hope to 
advance 
our 
objectives 
without strike action. The strike as an eco­ 
nomic weapon should be our last resort. I 
believe that the relationship of labor and 
management is such that in our maturity of 
understanding and 
viewpoint 
practically 


Allies Taken In 
By Truce Talks 
IlfE S T E R N military experts 
are 
pretty 
W well agreed now that the Allies were 
taken in when they accepted the Commun­ 
ists’ bid for truce talks in Korea back in 
1951. The evidence suggests 
overwhelm­ 
ingly that the Reds had no real thought of 
a truce pact, but used the talks as a screen 
for a tremendous buildup of manpower and 
materiel in North Korea. 
What is not so generally realized, how­ 
ever, is that the Reds are 
getting 
direct 
military advantage out of the very sites of 
the truce talks, especially Kaesong, the ori­ 
ginal one. 
The Kaesong area, according to reliable 
accounts from correspondents in the vicin­ 
ity, is serving as a center for several com­ 
mand posts. It also is being used 
for 
a 
number of large 
supply 
dumps. 
Lying 
within the established neutral zone, these 
headquarters and these dumps enjoy IOO 
per cent protection from UN attack. 
Worse than this, the Reds have in recent 
times been parking artillery 
pieces near 
the borders of the Kaesong zone, know­ 
ing they aie safe there from return fire, 
ainee answering bombardment 
might 
go 
astray and land in neutral territory. 
Some analysts point out that the Kae­ 
song hub could actually be employed as a 
staging area for a new Red attack 
some 
day on the approaches to Seoul. 
It 
lies 
athwart the natural route to the South Ko­ 
rean capital. 
The UN forces, for their part, 
get 
no 
comparable advantage from the neutrality 
of their truce talk base. Munsan. They are 
attempting no key buildup there, and in 
any event Allied installations 
have 
not 
during the entire war been subject to Red. 
aerial bombardment. Red artillery is not 
close enough, apparently, to 
do 
damage 
there if the chance presented itself. 
The truce talks at Kaesong 
and

munjom are ended, and they are unlikely 
to be resumed. Since the preservation of 
the neutral zone now serves 
no 
purpose 
except to further Communist war aims, it 
ought to be abolished and UN 
guns 
and 
plane? ought to go after Red emplacements 
and GHQ’s immediately. 


every difference of opinion can be .settled 
without a strike.” 
“We will exert effort to keep .jurisdic­ 
tional disputes to a minimum. 
We 
will 
make an immediate study of all 
jurisdic­ 
tional disputes in which any Teamster lo­ 
cal may be involved and if possible de­ 
velop a settlement at the earliest 
oppor­ 
tunity. We must recognize the necessity of 
give-and-take in this field and the useful­ 
ness of honest compromise.” 
“As part of the general belief we hold 
in the competitive system, we hope to ex­ 
ert some influence on the economic rather 
than the political front. We will, of course, 
keep an eye on legislative action at both 
the state and federal levels and 
will 
be 
prepared to advise the membership on its 
rights and duties under 
these 
programs. 
We will not enter into active political af­ 
fairs unless it is necessary to protect our 
people in their contract, 
bargaining 
and 
en' '•l.vment rights.” 
“We will advocate continuously that our 
local unions develop the best possible rela­ 
tions with civic affairs and movements in 
their communities. This will mean working 
with the Red Cross, Blood Programs, Com­ 
munity Chests and various other humani­ 
tarian driven” 
These words are taken 
verbatim 
from 
the president’s statement of policy and they 
are encouraging 
words 
to 
all 
people 
troubled by 
labor-management 
disputes, 
antagonisms and discords. They indicate * 
desire by the president of the Teamsters 
Union to create an 
atmosphere 
between 
the union members and their employers of 
tolerance, forebearanee 
and 
understand­ 
ing. 
As further evidence of this 
viewpoint, 
the back cover of the current issue of the 
Teamsteis magazine carries these words by 
Elbert Hubbard: 
“If you work for a 
man, 
in 
heaven's 
name work for him. If he pays wages that 
supply you with your bread 
and 
butter, 
work lor him, speak well of 
him, 
think 
well of him and stand by him and the in­ 
stitution he represents. 
“So long as you are a part of an institu­ 
tion, do not condemn it. When you dispar­ 
age the concern which you ar# a part of, 
you disparage yourself.” 
The Teamsters magazine conveys an en­ 
tirely different attitude of unionism than 
is portrayed in many union 
publications. 
Too many of the latter magazines portray 
the employer as an enemy, a person to be 
distrusted. It is no wonder that bad labor- 
management conditions exist in such 
an 
atmosphere of suspicion, antagonism and 
sometimes outright hatred.

Brownell, who will be Attorney Gen­ 
eral and who is now handling patronage, 
had been talking with Taft by phone about 
the two final cabinet appointments—labor 
and commerce. But when Afley were final­ 
ly announced, Taft became convinced that 
they had been secretly selected 
a 
week 
beforehand and that the consultation with 
him was just kidding him along to keep 
him happy. 
Taft’s friends are 
also convinced that 
the Dewey forces around Eisenhower are 
deliberately trying to goad him into a fight 
with Ike in order to crowd Taft out of the 
Senate leadership. If Taft is Senate leader 
he is automatically invited to the White 
House every Monday for strategy confer­ 
ences. If he isn’t Senate leader he isn t in­ 
vited. And some Dewey leaders think a lot 
of friction might thus be avoided. 
Much of this came to Taft as an after­ 
thought and is why he is dropping his Ike- 
feud. He knows he can’t possibly win 
a 
battle with the President-elect at this time, 
and he isn’t going to be goaded 
by 
the 
Devveyite* into a fight. 
Taft, therefore, will ley low, cooperate 
as far as conscience permits, try to domi­ 
nate Senate legislation, and plant as many 
of his own men as possible inside the Eis­ 
enhower administration. This, he 
knows, 
can’t be done by political 
warfare 
with 
Eisenhower.

"Now we turn to a discussion of actual 
and possible benefits of

projects so that county officers may know' 
what to ask of the local historical organi­ 
zation when it requests aid.”

COMMUNIITY NEED—“Is the program 
designed to serve the community needs?” 
Beal questions, and answers by saying that 
“if it is, it certainly should be supported.” 
He cites counties where historical so­ 
cieties sponsor and maintain 
museums, 
where research and programming is in­ 
tegrated with the schools, including tours 
to points of historic interest. 
« 
4 All such activity helps to bring home 
the fact that .students are members of 
a 
community with a 
prideful 
background.” 
Beal asserts. 
A worthwhile community service is 
to 
encourage the community to “know itself” 
—its background, its culture, its story of 
achievement. 
“However, if tile community doe* 
not 
know itself there is nothing upon which to 
base a feeling of genuine resourcefulness,” 
Beal believes. 


TELLING 
THE 
STORY—“Long term 
advantages naturally follow a worthwhile 
local historical program,” he continues. 
f 
“If a community celebrates a 
birth­ 
day, either of its own existence or the 
existence of one of its outstanding lead­ 
ers. then the accomplishments and 
the 
contributions of those who went before 
us 
are 
summarized—highlighted—and 
made available for use as a foundation 
for positive faith in the practicability of 
the American way of life as a satlafae- 
tory ideal for the ordinary individual.*’ 
Aroused personal self-respect and citizen 
responsibility is “stronger than the might­ 
iest war machinery in opposing any totali­ 
tarian philosophy.” 


RECORDS PRESERVED—Beal describes 
as “a direct service to county government" 
the establishing and maintaining of local 
archives where important records of the 
past can be preserved for the future. 
“It is a tine tabor of love for those in 
local historical organizations 
to 
handle, 
and care tor the precious historical papers 
winch are so revealing of the community 
history.” 
And he points out that 
through 
the 
volunteer work of these local historian# 
county officials will 
be 
spared 
leaks 
which he does not have time for.

“The history of a community includes 
everyone in it. and while the school sys­

individuals,

Slansky-Clementis purge trials and 
hangings spell the quick Moscow- 
sponsored return of Sudeten Ger­ 
mans expelled by the late Presi­ 
dent Benes after World W ar II. 
A Czechoslovak once close to the 
Benes government, after studying 
a letter from a professional man 
in Czechoslovakia, expressed belief 
the principal purpose of the trial 
was to clear out the chief oppo­ 
nents of German workers coming 
back into Czechoslovakia, a move 
long desired by Moscow. 
Many Skilled Workmen 
Another trial aim was to forge 
stronger 
ties 
with 
Germans 
by 
. playing on whatever anti-Semitic 
feeling remains in Germany, this 
former official said. 
Relatives in the U. S. received 
from a member of their family, 
still 
in 
Czechoslovakia, 
letter 
written after the trial sentences 
were announced. Identities of those 
involved must remain guarded. 
The professional man is a Jew . 
one of those resettled from his 
former home into the Sudetenland 
along the border of Germ any, after 
some three million Germans were 
expelled. 
Benes 
considered 
the 
Sudeten Germans a spearhead of 
provocation, blaming them for the 
Inroads that Hitler was able to 
make 
in taking 
over Czechoslo­ 
vakia before and after the Munich 
agreement in 1938. 
The Sudeten people were skilled 
workmen, in 
glass and 
pottery, 
mines and industry. M any were 
engineers, technicians and factory 
administrators. 


Their expulsion was a hard blow 
j to Czechoslovak industry because

I workers and because the expelled 
| Germ ans immediately set up com­

Homes Confiscated 
Their homes and furniture were 
confiscated 
and 
turned 
over 
to 
Czechoslovaks—a great many were 
Slovaks from poor hill regions— 
brought from other parts of the 
country. 
One idea was to have a conven­ 
ient buffer group between the Ger­ 
man border and Prague in case 
of any new German aggression. 
Czech industry was working its 
way back to some sort of normalcy 
when the Communists took over in 
February, 
1948. 
and 
announced 
even more grandiloquent four and 
five-year plans. 
Late in 1948 Moscow began bad­ 
gering 
the Czechoslovak 
govern­ 
ment to bring back the Germans, 
especially from 
East 
Germ any 
where 
unemployment 
and 
near 
famine made the situation danger­ 
ous for the Communist offshoot of 
Moscow. 
Kremlin Catches Up 
The 
Kremlin 
also 
wanted 
the 
door 
opened 
to 
West 
Germans, j 
hopeful Czechoslovak communism 
could provide a propaganda cement 
that would unify Germ any along j 
the 
lines 
Moscow 
has 
always 
wanted. 
Bu t the foreign minister, Vladi­ 
m ir Clementis, a Slovak, hated the 
Germ ans more than he loved Mos­ 
cow. Rudolf Slansky, the Commu­ 
nist party boss, was a West Bo­ 
hemian who had always lived in 
fear of Germany. 
Together they fought the Moscow 
plan in the Cabinet and beat it 
early in 1949. 
That was when Moscow began to 


catch up with Clementis. who had 


denounced the Stalin-Hitler pact of 


1939 from his refuge in Paris. 


The m ystery was why it 
had 
taken so long to rub him out. One 
answer was that Slovaks had to be 
thoroughly policed against any up­ 
rising over one of their favorite 
sons.

Going steady is a modern trend 
in boy-girl relationships th at is 
growing into an established pat­ 
tern. H ere is how one young teen­ 
age girl explains its hold on the 
younger generation: 
(Q) "My parents object to my 
going steady even though I am 
a junior In high school. I have 
tried to explain to them that it 
doesn’t mean anything serious 
but is just a convenience for the 
girl. Won’t you write a column 
and tell parents not to get upset 
when their teenagers want to go 
steady?" 
(A) Parents sometimes take go­ 
ing steady, especially among high 
school students, too seriously. On 
the other hand, it is a bad prac­ 
tice and the sooner the custom is 
broken up, the better it will be 
for young people. 
U nquestionably it is more "con­ 
venient” for both boys and girls 
than the older methods of court­ 
ship in vogue when your parents 
w ere teenagers.

industry had a good year in 1952, 
and expects another in 1953. 
“This year was another banner 
year, and all indications are that 
1953 will be one,” said Roscoe R. 
Rau. executive vice president of 
the National Retail Furniture As­ 
sociation. 
Rau said that if business for the 
last three months of 1952 held pace 
with the first nine months, the 
total would top 1952’s $3,350,000.- 
000 volume by $40,200,000 or 1.2 
per cent. 
\ 
Net Profits Drop 
The figures, compiled by Rau's 
ascsociation, include sales in furni­ 
ture stores of furniture, floor cov­ 
erings, appliances and miscellan­ 
eous goods. 
The last category in­ 
cludes housewares, 
linens, toys, 
curtains, 
draperies, 
china 
and 
glass. 
There is a small, discouraging 
fly in this ointment, however. Al­ 
though business volumne went up, 


net profits went down, said Rau. 
One of the reasons was the re­ 
tailer’s problem of getting away 
from 
and 
overstocked condition 
early in the year. 
Rau said deal­ 
ers met this problem well. 
Another factor in this story of 
| bigger volume with less net pro- 
| fit was the increase in charges for 
shipping goods from manufactur­ 
ing centers to the stores. 
Sidewise, 
“modern” furniture 
again led the way this year. “Fur­ 
niture stores sales in 1952 showed 
a continuation of the definite de­ 
mand for modern or contemporary 
stylings.” Rau said. 
No More Shortages 
What does the crystal ball show 
for 1953 business? 
Retail prices during the coming 
year are expected to remain gen­ 
erally steady. Worry over short­ 
ages is no more, especially in the 
case of metals. 
Stylings developed in 1952 will 
! get 
greater 
emphasis 
in 
1953. 
I These include wood graining tech­ 


niques. and combinations of met­ 
als, Thermoset plastics, glass and 
marble with wood. New carpets 
of cotton and man-made fibers arc 
on the market. 
Fabric fibers like 
nylon, orlon and dacron are now 
introduced 
for 
upholstery 
and 
window draperies. 
In household appliances, refrig­ 
erators are increasing in s t o r a g e 
space without sacrificing over-all 
cubic foot size. The home freeze! 
has become a “wanted” item.

ovens in 
regular 
stoves. 
Some 
makers are bringing out upright 
stoveovens so that housewives can 
forget their stooping.
